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NEW MATERIAL: A phenoxypropionic acid glycidyl ester derivative shown by 
the formula I (A is CH, or N; X is H, halogen, or trifluoromethyl). 

EXAMPLE: a- [4-(6-Chloroquinoxalyl-2-oxy)phenoxy] propionic acid glycidyl ester. 

USE: A herbicide. Having improved herbicidal actions especially on gramineous 
plants, exhibiting no phytotoxicity on broadleaf plants such as cotton, soybean, 
beet, colza, Japanese radish, kohlrabi, eggplant, etc. Usable by soil treatment or 
foliar treatment. 

PROCESS: A phenoxyphenol derivative shown by the formula II or its salt is 
reacted with an tr-halogenopropionic acid glycidyl ester shown by the formula 
III (Y is halogen) in an inert solvent such as methyl ethyl ketone, etc. in the 
presence of an acid acceptor such as potassium carbonate, etc., to give a com- 
pound shown by the formula I .

NEW MATERIAL: A l-ethyl-6-fluoro-l. 4-dihydro-4-oxo-7- [4-(5-methyl-2-oxo-l, 3-di- 
oxolene-4-yl)methyl-l-piperazinyl] quinoline-3-carboxylic acid shown by the for- 
mula I or its salt. 

USE: A synthetic antibacterial agent. Having strong antibacterial activity not only 
against Gram-negative bacteria but also against Gram- positive bacteria, im- 
proved oral absorption or bioavailability, useful for remedying various kinds of 
infections diseases. 

PROCESS: A compound shown by the formula 11 is reacted with a compound 
shown by the formula III (X is halogen), and, if necessary, converted into a salt, 
to give a compound shown by the formula I . The compound shown by the for- 
mula III is a novel compound, and synthesized by halogenating 4,5-dimethyl-2- 
oxo-l,3-dioxolene shown by the formula IV.

NEW MATERIAL: A 1-phenyIisoquinoline derivative shown by the formula I (R is 
H, halogen, or lower alkyl; Y is CH2-OR1, group shown by the formula II, 
-CH = NNHC0NH2, or group shown by the formula III; Ri is H, lower alkanoyl, 
organic phosphoric ester residue, with the proviso that the group -CHa-Y is 
linked to the 3-, 4- or 5-position of isoquinoline ring) or its salt. 

EXAMPLE: l-(4-Chlorophenyl)-5-(2-hydroxyethyl)isoquinoline. 

USE: Having analgesic and antiphlogistic action, useful as a drug. Having low dis- 
order inducing action on apparatus digestorius. 

PROCESS: For example, a compound shown by the formula IV is reacted with a 
complex metal hydride such as lithium aluminum hydride, etc. in an inert solvent 
such as ethyl ether, etc. at room temperature — the reflux temperature of the 
reaction mixture, preferably at 25'-60'C, to give a compound shown by the for- 
mula I where Y is CH2-ORi. 
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
